Below the 
bridge is a pool.t}A light breeze is evidently stirring, for the boughs of the trees overhanging the pool 
ure swaying to and fro and the surface of the water is covered with little ripples. A fisherman appears 


'carrying his tackle. He gets a long plank and lays it upon the bridge with one end projecting over 


the pool, on the other end he places a large stone to balange jt He then clambers out on the projection 
thus formed, and seating himself. proceeds to bait his hook and cast his line. He is smoking. ‘The 
blue wreaths are geen to curl upward from his pipe. A carriage containing several ladies passes by. 

he courteously raises his hat in answer to their salutation and once more resumes his fishing with rapt 


attention... From-behind.another-figure- -approaches.--It-is-the- practical -joker.--On-tip-toe-he-steals~ 


towards the unsuspecting sportsman. Quickly he seizes the stone and rolls it from the plank Witha 
tremendous splash the victim falls into the pool, flounders wildly about for a few moments:and then 
emerges, a sorry spectacle, in hot pursuit of his tormenter, His broad-britmmed hat and the plank 
are last seen floating peacefully down the river, 

In a twinkling the whole scene disappears, the theatre is again lighted up and before the audience 
hangs only the painted drop-curtain,

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QUERIES ANTICIPATED. 


THF PROJECTING KINETOSCOPE 1s 41 feet in length, 8 feet in width and is 
5y feet high when set up and ready for use. 


Its NET weight is about 200 pounds, when packed for shipment it weighs about 
350 pounds. 


It cannot be shipped long distances ‘set up,’ but any one of a mechanical turn of 
mind can do this work with a screw driver and an ordinary ' monkey’ wrench. Direc- 
tions accompany each machine. 


The motor furnished with the machine is wound for 100 to 120 Volt Direct Current. 
Any alternating motor of similar power and speed can be readily applied, or hand power 
driving wheel can be attached. 2 


A hand adjustment arc lamp suitable for either direct or alternating current is 
furnished with the machine; calcium light can be applied, but is not as satisfactory, 


The regular objective lense is what is known as “Quarter Size" and is suitable for 


range of front B0 to" 90" feet from screen, if Shorter Tange (BB fo 60 feet) is absolutely 


necessary, a ** Wide Angle” lense should be used, to increase size of pictures, 


The pictures used on the Projecting Kinetoscope are printed on transparent Photo- 
graphic film. In form this film strip is like a ribbon ‘about one and one-half inches in 
width. j i 

The machine has a spool bank to carry endless film strip (regular Kinetoscope film) 
and also has reels sufficiently large to accomodate at least 800 foot films, Our standard 
film lengths are 50 and 150 feet, and they contain from 700 to 2,250 photographs,

WEIGHT, DIMENSIONS, ETC. 


INETOSCOPES are shipped almost entirely set up. The very little work required 
to put them itrunning order cau Ve done by any person of ordipary intelligence, 
from the printed directions which accompany each machine. Í 
The machines are encased in handsome oak cabinets, 44 inches high, and occupying 
_-about-16x24-inches..floor..space..... The. weight complete, erated for, hipment, is 183 
pounds; boxed, they will weigh about 200 pounds. eae, 
An Electric Motor operates the mechanism, and a special Electric Lamp, of about 
four-candle power, is used to light thé subject or film. 
‘The Motor and Lamp combined, take a current of 8 volts and about 7 amperes per 
hour of actual working time. i 
The Standard’ Kinetoscope is not made with nickel-in-the-slot attachment, but is 
started by means of a switch, and stops automatically at the end of about thirty seconds. 
One person at a.time should look into each machine. 
The Films containing the pictures are about fifty feet long; and 
about Fo pictures 


positionis. 
It takes but a few minutes to remove one film and place another on the machine. 
No expert knowledge is required to successfully operate the Kinetoscope, as the 


machine is simple in construction ahd very rarely gets out of order.
